The crash of the TU 144 super- 
sonic airliner at the Paris Air Show 
is remarkable in hai occurred 
in front of western eyes. But if the 
tale of the Soviet space progratame 
is any guide, the TU 144 was rushed 
inte flight before the Anglo-French 
Concorde for purely propaganda 
Purposés. Near-disastrous develop- 
Ment problems were hushed up. 

‘The Soviet space programme has 
suffered many unacknowledged blows 
and now seems to have been far 
inferior to the American 
almost from the stazt. Recent fail- 
ures, although on a larger scale 
than before, have provided even 
worse comparison with American 
successes — which are also greater. 


Space station 


Despite its initial. problems, the 
U.S. Skylab space station mission 
is successful, whereas the Soviet 
Salyut 2 space station, planned .to 
steal the Americans’ thunder, proved 
uninhabitable after launching. Al- 
though Moscow reported that two 
Soviet astronauts were standing by 
to man Salyut 2, they never took 
off. Powerful cameras on earth re- 
corded the fact that a power panel 
had broken away from the station. 
Salyut seemed to be tumbling un- 
controllably, and there was talk of 
an explosion on board. 

The first Salyut space station — 
far smaller than Skylab — was 
launched ‘in April 1971. Later, a 
manned Soyuz spacecraft docked 
with the station for 5 hours, but

But in March 
1968 Yuri Gagarin, the first man in 
space, was killed in a training air- 
eraft while preparing for a new 
space mission. No manned Soviet 
round-the-moon flight took place. 

However, when the ApoHo II mis- 
sion landed the first men on the 
moon, the Soviet Union launched a

It has been the cus- 
tom for some years for U-I.A. de- 
legatious to place wreaths and con- 
duct short kaddish services there. I 
have participated in such ceremo- 
nies several times. 

Tt is true that this ts not an 
“official” memorial, Hke the strik- 
ing monuments erected by various 
governments outside the camp en- 
trance. The Jewish memorial, no 
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larger than an ordinary gravestone, 
stands by itself isolated from the 
awesome and breathtaking sculp- 
tures which mark the memory of 
Nazi victims of many nationalities. 
‘Tne authorities have long maintain- 
ed that the national memorials make 
no religious distinctions. 

Tt is good to know that there may 
be a change in policy and that, at 
long last, the Viennese Jewish com- 
βαλεῖ δ witen bert to erect a 
memo whi adequately com- 
memorate the Jewish victims of Na- 
πὶ fury at Mauthausen.

Despite her early lead with the 
first probleg to the moon, the Soviet 
Union had technica] failures with a 
whole series of spacecraft sent to 
the planets. Though the failures are 
never announced, western space 
trackers can identify the true pur- 
pose of a mission, even Hf it never 
leaves earth orbit. 

Risking lives 

The most terrifying aspect of the 
early Soviet space programme was 
the drive to beat the Americans at 
all costs — even if this meant risk- 
ing the Lives of cosmonauts. When 
the first cosmonaut, Yuri Gagarin, 
wag chosen, two out of three test 
flights of the Vostok capsule had 
failed. Unlike U.S. spacemen, the So- 
viet cosmonauts thad to eject from 
thelr capsule and land separately by 
parachute after re-entry. Soviet au- 
thorities tried to conceal this dan- 
gerous procedure for many years. 
One man was killed during 2 test 
of this ejection system.

Because of 
a systems failure this capsule re- 
entered the earth’s atmosphere off- 
course and crashed into the snow- 
covered forests of northern Russia. 

A truly new Soviet spacecratt 
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wes Soyuz, first taumched in April 
1967, But during its maiden flight 
there were control problems, and the 
test pilot, Vladimir Komarov, became 
the firat in-flight apace casualty 
when the craft crashed on re-entry. 

The slow pace af Soviet space 
development since then, and the kat. 
est disasters, have underlined the 
greater rate of American develop- 
ment. Space experts are now sure 
that there was never a chance of
